LOGAL OPTION LAW

Uniontown Saloon Keepers Deter-
mined to Fight to Keep Open.

A DEFECTIVE DESCRIPTION

Claimed That the District Was Im-
properly Described: That the Com-
mon Council Having Refuesd
License Money Saloons
Should Run.

The Unlontown saloon cases promise
‘to be hotly contested. The temperance
element, which Is In the majority, Is
determined that po saloons shall be al-
Iluwml in the residence district of Pre-
c¢inet No. 1. On the other hand, the
saloons contend that the prohibitory
Inw hus not been compllied with. That
so far as loeal option 8 concerned, that
It eannot be adopted by a single pre-
elnet, but  must be .adopted by the
county as a whole; that precinct No, 1
wns not properly described In the peti-
tion and it is Impossaible to determine
what section of the e¢lty is intended to
be Included In the prohibited district,
Further that the law Implicitly re-
quires that all license money for the
unexpired term must be refulided to
the saloonkeepers, and this not having
been done, they should be permitted to
keep open until it Is returned.

It Is clnimed that the common coun-
ell will not return this license money,
It belng clalmed that a majority of the
council Is opposed to the closing of
the saloons. By the closing of the sa-
loons, the ity will lose $1300 annually
and that amount having been figural in
on the estimated receipts in moaking

{ the approprintions for the year, the city

gannot afford to lose it If the court
holds the law wvalld and the =aloons
are forced to colse, the common counell
will be compelled to ralse the theater
and other licenses in order to make up
the deficlency.

FISH REPORT

Deficit Shown Which Is
Covered by Rescrve.

MILLIONS FISH READY

Coos River Will Get Six Million
Young Fry For Stock.

YAQUINA WILL GET BENEFIT

Interpretation Placed Upon the Disput-
ed Question of What Constitutes
a “Fish Way,"” and Rendition of
Fishing Laws Given,

The report of the master fish warden
for the year of 1904, with recommenda-
tions for 1905, was placed for publica-
tion last evening. It Is a most interest-
ing document for the many fishers on
the river, and the financial condieion
exposed will be of benefit to those who
have followed the operations of the
commission in the dark for the last two
months,

The Astorian prints the report in its
entirety, that the fishers may have the
best advice, financlal, commercial and
prospective.

In detail, Mr. Van Dusen's report
follows:

The recelpts of the fish warden's of-
fice during the month have been as
follows:

District No. 1, from account of M-
censes jssued two fish dealers, first
class, $20.

District No. 2, from account of li-
censes issued to one gillnetter, , $2.650;
two set net licenses, $2; total for both
distriets $24.50,

The accounts against the department,
which I have approved and present
herewith, amount to the sum of $4770.68
$1448.27 of which = against the gen-
ernl fund, $1306.70 Is against batchery
fund, district No. 1, §1203.19 s against
hatchery fund, District No, 2, 385.47 Is
against the specinl fund for operating
and maintalning hatcherles, coast
streams (the Umpqua river hatchery),
and $27 1s agtinst the special fund for
constructing hatcherlea, coast streams
(the Yagquina hatchery), a total of
$4770.68.

Az shown by statements hereln fur-
nigshed the total receipts during the
vear 1904 in district No, 1, amounted
to the sum of $13.821.20, while the ex-
penditures amounted to  $15271.14
showing a deflcit of $1.449.84, which
was tuken care of by the reserve fund
on hand the beglnning of the year,
This reserve fund has been dwindling
down from year to year, as will he seen
by the annual report of the department,
until now as will be geen by statements
herein we only have $170858 on hand
to ralse and feed the 4,000,000 salmon
fry, at the Ontarfo salmon hatchery,
which will not be large enough to turn
out until April and May months, and
to take care of the sliverside salmon
eggs that we are collecting at our Bal-
mon river hatchery, from which the
young fry will not be ready to turn out
until March and April,

In district No. 2 the receipts amount-
ed to the sum of $4131,10 and the ex-
penditures (from acoounts recelved)
amounted to the sum of $4515.75, with
five or six clalms yet to be recelved
from the Umpqua river hatchery, and
from the South Coos river hatchery to
close up their accounts to December 81,
1904. This, as in district No, 1, shows
a defielt of $384.68, which was taken
care of by the reserve fund on hand at
the beginning of the year.

With thls reserve fund we will also
have to take care of the additional
clalms mentloned, and carry on the op-
srating expenses at the four differenmt
hatcherles until the voung fry have
been ralsed sufficlently to turn out. At
the South Coos river we have over @-
000,000 young fry to ralse and Hberate,
2,000,000 of which number will be trans-
ported to the Coquille river and ralsed
and turned out inte that stream In or-

STRUCTURAL STEEL STRONG

Chicago Is a Heavy Buyer in Steel for
Building Purposes for the Coming
Year—Statistics of the
Iron Trade.

New York, Jan. G.—Interest centers
in the steel trade in which there Is
says the Iron Age, a shads of disap-
pointment from the standpoint of the
mills, The railroads have not come
forth as liberally with thelr orders as
expected.

The Reading system has placad about
15,000 tons. It turns out that the re-
quirements of the Southern rallwny
were very much larger than was
thought at first. The total amount
placed was about 120,000 tons.
